SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Cali- 
fornia Board of.Registered Nurs- 
ing (BRN) held a pubiic _ hearing 
July 3 at the Federal Building tor 
three of its proposals to liberalize 
the licensure process of Registered 
Nurses (RNS)，which_ has recently 
been attacked as discriminatory 
against foreign nurses. 

工 he proposals include eliminat- 
ing the use of the State Board Test 
Pool Examination (SBTPE)，a 
nationwide licensing exam; ex- 
tending the life of interim permits 
for ftoreign nurses to 24 months; 
and dropping the two-year dead- 
line in which to pass all five parts 
of the exam. A panel of nurses is 
being selected tomorrow to review 
the exam， and by September they 
are expected to presentfndings on 
whether the exams are discrimina- 
toOry-. 

Controversy Over the BRN's 
PIOposals is continuing，however， 
as representatives from civil fights， 
labor，milinority groups，the Cali- 
tornia Nurses Association (CNA)， 
administrators of nursing pro- 
grams in California and individual 
nurses battle Over the extension of 
interim permilts for foreign-trained 
nurses (FTNS) who have not 
Passed the licensing exam. 

ADYERSE 

According to Jose Bernardo， 
board member of the BRN，the 
PIOPposals were_ developed in re- 
spPonse to the December 1980 re- 
port of the California Department 
of Consumer Affairs. The report 
stated that the SBTPE: had an …ad- 
verse_ Impact” on foreignz=trained 
and US minority nurses.、 The re- 
Port found that 11% of the for- 
elgn-trained nurses passed the 
exam in COmparison to 779%5 of the 
American-trained nurses. 


Under Section 12944 of Cali- 
fornla's Fair Employment and 
Housing Act, it is unlawful to re- 
quire a licensing exam that has an 
adverse impact on any group 
unless the test is job-related. 

At Present, the BRN's proposal 
to_ extend the lifte of the interim 
permits until October for the 
FTNS who have failed the exam， 
allows them to continue practicing 
in thelr profession、In the mean- 
time，the BRN will establish a 


that the situation in Cuangdong 
Was especially bad, and that it was 
important to end the discrimina- 
tion to prevent brain drain.

“TIhis panel, ”according to 
Bernardo, “will consist of nurses 
in _ clinical settings who have been 
licensed in the last three years， 
with expertise in psychiatric; medi- 
cal，Surgical，pediatric and ob-gyn 
nursing. The panel of experts will 
go _ through the examination and 
report fndings to the board about 
the job-relatedness of the exam. 

”If the test is not job-related， 
and only then， lt can be declared 
discriminatory:” explained Ber- 
nardo. 

COMPENSATION 

Meanwhile，the Deans and 
Directors of Baccalaureate and 
Higher-Degree Programs in Nurs- 
ing in Calfornla， with the SupPort 
of the California Nurses Associa- 
tion (CNA)，have sued the BRN 
for its _ proposed changes， They 
Oppose the_ extension of interim 
permits for FINS. 

Supporters of the BRN, minority 
and civil rights -groups， who in- 
clude the National Fillpino Immi- 
grant Rights Organization (NEIL- 
RO) feel that extension of interim 
Permits is fair comPpensation Since 
the testhas been shown to have an 
“adverse impact.” Any Judgments 
concerning _ nursing coOmpetency 
cannot be determined adequately 
through the exam until further in- 
formation is made available as to 
the job-relatedness of the exam， 
they claim 

Amidst this controversy is an in- 
creasing nursing Shortage. Of the 
200,000 RNS in Calitornia，only 
90,000 are Presently working in 
the _ feld，according to Myra C. 
Snyder，executive director of the 
CNA.， Calitfornia's nursing short- 
age reflects the exodus of nurses 
acroOss the country. As cited by the 
NY 7Tzrnes 23% of 1.4million RNSs 
in the US have left the profession. 
Slightly over half，719,000，work 
full-ttime，while the remainder， 
330,000, either work outside of the 
hospital or :enter into- other 
CareerTsS. 

DEPORTABLEE 

Against this backdrop is the 
plight of the foreign:-trained nurses 


”Who are recruited from the Ameri- 


can hospitals to fill in the.severe 
nursing Shortage， Of the 9,000 
FINS _ who are recruited yearly， 
about 6,000 are from the Philip- 
Pines, according to NFIRO. These 
FTINS，who are issued H-l visas, a 
temporary work permit，by the 
Immigration and_ Naturalization 
Service (INS)，have the most to 
lose in this controversy Surround- 


ing the licensure exam. 

In order to maintain their H-l 
status，the FTITNS must pass_ the 
licensure exam in the state where 
they are conitracted. Ifthey fail the 
exam， they become deportable by 
the INS Since they lose their work 
contracts，which results in an in- 
valld H-l visa,， 

Liliian Galedo，statftperson of 
NDIRO, explained the dilemma of 
the FITN who is faced with depor- 
tation : 

"She will either leave volun- 
tarily Or move to another state to 
retake the licensing exam: Depor- 
tation is a harsh penalty， We feel 
the FIN is set up for'failure:-She 
must take the frst exam that 1s 
offered aftter her entry into this 
country. Ehere is'usually notmuch 
time to prepare for the exam: 

“From what we understand,” 
Galedo continued、the way ques- 
tions are asked leaves a lot to 
interpretation. Culturally， an 
Asian nurse may look at a 
Situation difftferentiy from a white 
nurse、EFor instance，in handling 
Situations with _ children，seultural 
factors determine how to bandle 
the_ Situation. One of the_ nurses 
mentioned a multiple-choice ques- 
tion of selecting which food would 
be more nutritious for children， 
Yogurt may_vbe the right answer 
but Asians may not be famihar 
with the term and may choose 3 
more farmiliar term like rice.”

Pending approval of sub-com- 
mittee _ member Ben Hom，who 
was appointed to the Elections 
Committee this month but was 
absent from Monday's meet- 
ing，and of the Election Com- 
mittee itself，the sub-committee

Voters_ updated information on 
recruitment and training - of 
bilingual poll， workers for the 
November， 1981 elections; an 
assessment of the Registrar's 
office's ability to Provide bilingual 
assistance to _ the Chinese apnd 
Hispanic communities; and a des- 
cription of ， the “written 
information available to voters in 


seek demographic data on the 
voting age population in SE，so 
that the Registrars office may 
target its efforts toward language- 
minority comImunities， 
COMPLIANCE 

“Weve got to rush them， 
submit so much that some of 让 
gets ，through,” sub-committee 
member Leonel Monterey Said,… 
we only submit a little，they can 
block us every time,” 

Mnulti-lingual elections (con- 
ducted in English，Chinese and 
Spanish in SF) have long been a 
controversial issue here. In 1978， 
the federal government brought 
suit'against the city and couinty of 
SF for non-compliance with .the 
Voting Rights Act. SE was found 
to be not carrying out the 
bilingual elections Provisions of 
the Act, and on May 19, 1980, the 
city signed a consent decree with 
the Department of Justice agree- 
ing to implement those provisions， 

Hearings on extending the 
Voting Rights Act are now being 
held in Washington，The Act is 
due to expire in Aug. 1982 with 
the bilingual elections Provisions 
dueto expire in 1985.

Hu Yaobang ' s Call for 
Equality for Emigres 


Chairman Hu Yaobang's July 7 statements addressing 
the problems of continued discrimination against Chinese 
emigres who have returned to China, niark the first time 
that Chinese leaders have officially acknowledsged this 
problem. 

Hu's policy statement was promipted by a letter by 
Lin Qingyun，a_ returned emigre who wiote to Hu that 
discrimination against returned emigres still exists，Lin 
had lamented that overseas Chinese who had suffered 
discrimination in foreign countries and hoped to _ find 
equality and warm relations in their homeland，might 
again suffer discrimination when they returned to their 


homeland. 


In the past，overseas Chinese aware of this discrimin- 
ation had lost all hope for fair treatment in their home- 
land，and could work for family reunificiation only by 
appblying for their relatives to _ leave China to immigrate 
elsewhere-. 

That returned emigres _ might suffer discrimination 
politicaly，in employment and in promotions is a grossly 
unfair and tragic_ Situation.We hope that Hu”s policy 
Statement will correct the discrimination that imay still 
be practiced against lower-level emigres，without fame 


or fortune, who return to China.

“There are some who 
dont like bilingual elections，who 
are against the Act, but voting is a 
right thatcan not be denied.Onjly 
protecting citizens who under- 
stand English shouldnt even be 
mentioned in a society like ours.” 

One of the first tasks in making 
voter _ information ”pamphlets， 
ballots， and at-the-polls， assis- 
tance available to the language- 
minority communities is ta- 
geting 一 finding out where those 
comimunities are, It is toward that 
goal that the sub-committee 
addressed one of its requests for 
information 

Under their current system,， the 
Registrar's， office ，designates  a 
precinct as bilingual based on the 
number of requests for bilingual 
voting materials among registered 
voters，or based on :the input of 


community groups. However, the 


Voting Rights Act applies to 
voting age citizens, and therefore， 
Monterey explained，the Regis- 
trars criteria for: targeting areas 
are jincomplete and do not meet 
the requirements of the law, 

”Voting population is the key 
word in the Voting Rights Act, but 
it's not included in:the informa-= 
tion the Registrar Provided us he 
said.“We need maps and demo- 
graphic information， including 
the ages and _ ethnic groups, for 
populations in tracts with high 
concentrations of Chinese and 
Hispanics， 

SERIOUS 

“There has been no _ vigorous 
outreach to get these people to be 
registered voters,， he added. - 

The biggest Problem with the 
Registrar's office，Monterey con- 
tinued, is a ljack of documentation 
and procedures, Since the signing 
of the consent decree，more effort 
has been made to provide multi: 
lingual voting services，but despite 
the _ national mood to rid the 
country of the Voting Rights Act， 
the biggest _ Problems，Monterey 
said, are still at the local level， 

“There have been serious prob- 
lems with the Registrars office,” 
Monterey said, noting that SF has 
had 12 Registrars in the past 10 
years.“Patterson still has support 
because of the initial changes that 
took place，but he will lose 让 主 
people perceive that the changes 
were just cosmetic， 

“The Registrars office has to 
improve its image in the commun- 
ity，and maintain the confidence 
of the minority community,， he- 
added. 

In addition，the print media;

， have 
launched campaigns against 
multi-lingual elections，which also 
makes the work of the sub- 
committee very difficult,， ”Mon- 
terey said. 

There also should be a follow- 
up to the Board of Supervisors” 
vote in favor of the Voting Rights 
Act, he added, suggesting that the 
SF lobbyist in Washington make 
Congressmen aware of the Super- 
Visors position .- 

SENSITIVITY 

According to VWong，the sensi- 
tivity of poll workers to the needs 
of bilingual voters is ,another 
problem. If a Chinese-speaking 
voter arrives at the polling place， 
and there are only English-speak- 
ing workers there to help，the 
voter is likely to feel alienated， 
Wong said. “ 3

Consumer Reports checked onit in 
their January issue-. 

e The“Oriental Chicken”con- 
tains only about a _ third of an 
ounce of chicken in 272 cups of 
Soup，and although CR's“sensory 
consultants”thought some water 
chestnuts _ and bamboo shoots 
(total about 2 and two-thirds 
ounces) ， added crispness， the 
concoction hinted only slightly of 
chicken，and the soup，on the 
whole,， was unsuccessful as a copy 
of what CR called “Oriental 
brew.,”

He was born February 1，1892，

My Cjhina Years 1911-1945 he 
wrote:

Many years later he would still

Seligeman and seeking out the 
Tightest and the best at Colum- 
ta He graduated in 1915 with a 
.Sin political science and a 
Consular Certificate for Foreign 
ervice，

checkered one. He was director of 
Tailways in Hankow in 1927， 
currency controller of the 
Shanghai Ministry of Finance in 
1928，managing director of the 
四 hanghai- Hangzhou Railway in 
1928-29，mayor of Hangzhou in 
1930 二 general manager of the 
China- Merchants shipping -com- 
Lpany in Shanghai from 1935-41. 
ACUMEN 
His financial acumen and the 
fact that he communicated well 
with the British authorities made 
im a valued troubleshooter when 
help was needed to relieve China's 
idebt obligations in the troubled 
pre-World War II period. Among 
iother accomplishments，in 1929 
_he gained London's cooperation 
for a revision of the Shanghai- 
N anjing Railway loan agreement 


on terms more agreeable to China， 

Many years jlater he would 
regale his friends in Chinatown 
with his exploits in China，One 
favorite story involved his_ clean- 
ing up of the Ch'ing Pang gang， 
who were entrenched on the Kin 
Li Yuen wharf in the French 
Concession in Shanghai，Ch'ing 
Pang twice made a threatening 
show of force against Choy in 
front of his office， Choy went to 
the authorities of the International 
Settlement and told them of the 
threats, 

“TI asked them for police pro- 
tection，I _ also told them that 让 
they could not provide _suitable 
protection and the ruffians reap- 
peared， 工 would call in the 
Chinese police of the city govern- 
ment,， Its characteristic of Choy 
that he was prouder of the fact 
that he had shamed the inter- 
national authorities into taking 
action that he was of his own 
courage in confronting the gangs. 
Each time he told the story he 
would gleefully describe how the 
ruffians showed up the next day 
and received a good trouncing at 
the hands of the quickly-sum= 
moned international authorities. 

At an age when most men are 
considering retiring，Choy came 
to the United States and started a 
new career in business. If he had 
used his talents for personal gain 
he could have become rich, but he 
continued his lifetime devotion to 
public service. His daughter, Elsie 
Choy Lee, quoted her father aptly 
in her introduction to his auto- 
biography:; “My motives 
alwaySs been to serve Society， 
locally or universally，My moti- 
vating Principle is expressed in the 
Chinese maxim: “Let there be no 
calculation as to personal gain or 
loss; the only thing that counts is 
the benefit to mankind.” 

SANDLL 

At the age of 65， Choy 
organized the first savings and 
loan in Chinatown; the San 
Francisco Federal Savings and 
Loan branch on Grant Avenue. 
He was an active manager for 15 
years and when he retired as vice 
President and manager，he con- 
tinued as consultant. 

One of his greatest _ achieve- 
ments was founding the Chinese 
Culture _ Center which -he con- 
ceived of in the 1960s and which 
became a reality in 1973， He 
quickly mastered the push and 
shove of American pojlitics and 
used the “pragmatic approach”to 
Pressure Mayor John Shelley and 
Redevelopment power Justin Her- 
man to long-overdue concessions 
for Chinatown. At a time when 
most Chinese Americans steered 
clear of San Francisco city hall 
Politics, Choy and his close friend， 
Lim P，Lee，courted the Press， 
formedq close-knit Chinatown 
organizations and stood UP，、at 
public meetings to demand a fair 
share for Chinatown， 

Sometimes their public service 
put them into hot water,， as it did 
during the height of anti-busing 
debates 雇 Chinatown in 1971:- 
1973，Choy and Postmaster Lee 
offered to negotiate an end to the 
jimpass，but their intercession was 
'like a red fag to anti-busing 
forces. Both the main post office 
and SF Federals Chinatown 
branch were bit with picket lines. 
Choy showed up at SFE Federal to 
be greeted by an angry crowd, the 
press and police， Instead of 
ignoring the group，he invited 
everyone to follow him up the 
Street for a discussion. He walked
